Because Textbooks Don’t Taste All That Great 


WITH FOOD BANK USE ON THE RISE 
ACROSS THE PROVINCE, POST- 
SECONDARY STUDENTS HAVE MORE 
NEED THAN EVER 


The term “starving student” gains new mean 
ing in the wake of Food Banks Canada report 
ing a 61 per cent increase in usage of Alberta 
food banks since March 2008 

For many students, fears about increases in 
cost of living, proposed tuition hikes, unem 
ployment, and rent payments often rank high: 
er on the priority list than filling your stomach 
“It's tough to make ends meet as a student,” 
says Carly Smith, a third-year University of 
Alberta student and food bank user. “Some- 
times it's hard to make the decision to go to the 
food bank, but if you're too hungry, you can’t 
think straight — which kind of impedes being a 
good student.” 

Edmonton post-secondary food banks are do- 
ing their best to provide as numbers of student 
clients steadily increase. The University of Al- 
berta campus food bank’s tagline is “ 
you can't eat your textbooks,” And its execu- 


because 


tive director Meaghan Goebel is seeing more 
repeat clients than ever before. “In October, 16 
out of the 80 hamper requests were for repeat 
clients,” she says. “That means those clients 
are coming to us more than once a month, and 
that's new.” 

Goebel says generally the breakdown of cli- 
ents is 75 per cent adults and 25 per cent chil- 
dren, with many mature students with families 
using the service. And while campus food banks 
are seing more annual usage, sometimes the 
monthly numbers can flucutate. In September, 
the campus food bank helped 142 adults and 
46 children, and in October, 126 adults and 46 
children. “Our former executive director told 
me more people used the service last year be- 
cause of scare tactics when the recession hit,” 
Goebel says. “Now the actual need is a reality, 
and there's a greater reliance on the food bank 
than we've seen in recent years.” 

When it was established in 1991, the cam- 
pus food bank was the first of its kind in the 
country. Now 51 other colleges and universi 
ties have followed its lead, The majority of the 
food donations come from student groups and 
food bank events, including the annual Trick or 
(Tr)eat, where volunteers collect non-perish- 
ables from neighbouring areas. This year net- 
ted 10,000 pounds of food, which Goebel says

pick up milk at the nearby residence. 


Students can use the service once every two 
weeks, which is more frequent than many oth- 


er campus food banks. Norquest College's food 
bank, for example, only allows visits once per 
semester in emergency situations. At the Uni. 
versity of Alberta, students go through a reg- 
istration process and a 10-minute confidential 
interview with a food bank volunteer to assess 
the client's need. “It's more of a dialogue, and 
by no means exhaustive,” says Goebel. “But we 
do expect students to have concrete reasons for 
why they need our service.” 

The campus food bank has a few strategies to 
meet the potentially large increases in need over 
the next year, including paying more attention 





to what and how much they give out. “We are 
going to keep increasing awareness in the com: 
munity, try to increase our grocery budget and 
continue to educate our volunteers,” Goebel 
says. “Our volunteers are ambassadors for the 
program, so that's our best first step.” 

The U of A also extends its services to NAIT 
and Concordia students, as those campuses 
don't have established food banks. Goebel 
hasn't seen many students from those schools 
using the campus food bank, but hopes they 
can increase awareness on those campuses 
as well

HOUSING - HOMEWARD TRUST 
APLACETO CALL HOME 


Edmontonians trying to get off the street will soon have 
anew place to call home. 

Last week, the Edmonton Inner City Housing Society 
Celebrated the grand opening of Homebase, a 26-unit 
affordable housing project designed to fill a gap in the 
Edmonton rental market by offering one-bedroom and 
bachelor suites to low-income singles and couples. 
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“In the rental market there Is a real gap,” says Susan 
McGee, executive director of Homeward Trust Edmon- 
ton. “This is one project of many that we're funding 
that is really going to fill that gap in the plan to end 
homelessness.” ‘ 

The project cost $4.8 million to build. Homeward Trust 
provided $1.) million, with inner-city organizations 
and the municipal and provincial governments making 
up the rest. 

Monthly rent in the new walk-up apartment complex 
will range from $440 for a bachelor suite to $535 fora 
‘one-bedroom sulte, making it more affordable 





for residents who were recommended for the limited 
space by inner-city agencies. 

Tenants will have access to an in-building support 
network to assist them as they continue to deal with 
health and substance abuse issues common among 
people trying to get off the street. 

However, not everyone is happy with the construc~ 
tion of affordable housing in their neighbourhood, says 
McGee. 

For some, affordable housing projects carry the stigma 
of bringing a so-called sinister elernent into established 
neighbourhoods. McGee feels this suspicion arises in 


part because low-income housing often looks cheap in 
contrast to the surrounding community. 

“We don't want people to be housed in buildings that 
insome ways stigmatize them and maybe negatively 
Impact the community,” she says. 

Though McGee describes the units inside as “modest” 
and “modestly furnished.” she says no expense was 
pared on the exterior of the building, which she 
says compares to any new rental development in the 
atty. 

Tenants are expected to be able to move into Home- 
base next month. —Andrew Paul

Meadowlark may not seem like the 
hottest destination for dining, but 
Vita Bella is a happy, busy place for 
the suburban supper crowd. There 
were plenty of contented diners 
swirling pasta on their forks and sip- 
ping their goblets of vino on the two 
visits I made to the place. If you're 
satisfied with the wisdom of crowds, 
you can stop reading right now and 
make straight for the establishment 
itself to affirm popular opinion. 
After two visits, I'd say, in most 
respects, Vita Bella is up to snuff — 
1 haven't eaten anything there yet 
that made me forget there are any 
other Italian restaurants in town, 
but there's no denying a consistent 
standard of quality and value for 
the money. Order up a reasonably: 
priced starter salad, the insalata di 
casa ($5.75), which features fresh 
mixed greens, Roma tomatoes, cu- 
cumber, and almonds and just the 
right amount of tangy raspberry vin. 
aigrette. Then chase it with a plate of 


your favourite pasta that you won't 
possibly be able to finish in one go 
and a glass of the very respectable 
house red ($8.50) 


The clear winner on our first visit 
was the Ziti Mediterranean ($18) 
with chicken, mushrooms, arti 


chokes, and sun-dried tomatoes in a 
white wine sauce, the ingredients so 
expertly cooked and the flavours so 
balanced that you didn’t notice the 
garlic punch lurking in there. My co 
diner and I also enjoyed the Caprese 
salad ($11), which made a good ap- 
petizer for two.

I have a backlog of them, and it's hard to 
be writing new ones when there are some from 
long ago that I think are great but just haven't 
gotten around to showing the band, In a way 
I'm just trying to get through songs that I wrote 
from my 20s, 

Gibb is now in his early 30s, so that backlog 
must be tremendous. Still, there's little doubt 
that his creative powers at the time must have 
been considerable. The recently released Ori 
gin: Orphan is picking up plaudits from the 
usual sources, and songs like “Underage” show 
he hasn't lost his taste for wittily tweaking the 
more conservative elements among us. If the 
new album is Gibb sorting out material from 
the past, it would be interesting to see how his 
songwriting is affected by his constant moving 
between two continents in the past few years 

“I get this question about Berlin from jour- 
nalists a lot,” he acknowledges, “but I can't say 
that it’s really that big a deal. It’s more, ‘How 
has my 30s affected my songwriting?’ See, I do

write; I just don’t sit down with a plan to write. 
I think my best songs were the ones that came 
when I wasn't trying, or even at the worst mo: 
ments, like riding my bike or walking down the 
steps. That's when | think of a hook for a song, 
or a great vocal melody. I'd never sit at a piano 
and allot myself two hours a day to write. That 
kind of cliché just does not apply to me. I'm 
sure it works for some, but not me.” 

If Gibb has no interest in forcing his song 
writing, he's also less than interested in bowing 
to the pressures of the marketplace. That he's 
been able to sustain a career aside from his film 
and art interests has come as a welcome sur- 
prise, but he has no intention of modifying the 
very gay themes that often permeate his songs. 
And why should he? That's he’s able to capture 
a wider audience on his own terms suggests 
that he's on the right track 

"I don't think of an audience when I write a 
song,” he explains. “I think about myself. It's 
a solitary, very self-fulfilling thing that I en- 
joy, processing my own experiences and emo- 
tions. How could I possibly change the way that 
Ido it?”

He agrees... tactfully. 


“Classical music composed: today 
is talcing a back seat,” Wall says. “I'm 
not saying that J,S. Bach doesn't de- 
serve to be played, but our audiences 
are more than ever deprived of expo- 
sure to new, fascinating composers 
who before our very eyes are chang- 
ing the nature of what we call clas- 
sical music. This is largely a fault of 
presenters who are slavishly attached 
to the music of the bygone eras and 
see nothing but! Yet there's still room 
for the ‘old’ classical music, if only 
to give proper context to New Music 
— and vice versa. My music rarely 
sounded better then when | had one 
of my pieces performed between 
Brahms and Mozart! But if classical 
music is to survive, New Music must 
become part of the standard reper- 
toire. Hearing same old sounds over 
and over again is boring!" 

With his experimental trio The 
Mule, Wall is preparing new mate- 
rial which is anything but boring. 
“The music will be both improvised 
and structured. Funk’s the word, be- 
cause we have two bass instruments, 
trombones, and the eight-string gui- 
tar I'm playing is a hybrid between 
the electric six-string, and bass. Is 
this music still classical? [ think yes, 
but your ears should definitely be 
wide open!”

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But Little Girls, in this case, refers 
to a Toronto-based post-punk band 
lead by one Josh Mclntyre, What 
started out as a solo side project (the 
not-side project being the noise duo 
Pirate/Rock) is now a full-on out- 
fit of dudes ready to add weight to 
McIntyre's already thick, eerie, only 
vaguely melodious guitar rumbles 
and haunting electronic mumbles. 
“As for the songs having a dark feel, 
it was never intentional,” explains 
McIntyre via e-mail, in an effort to 
rest his voice after coming down 
with a little ‘laryngitis. “Most of 
the dark feeling comes from being 
up late in my studio alone. ‘It just 
sort of happened when working 
on the project.” 

What later became the Girls’ 2009 
debut LP, Concepts, is a mysteri- 
ous collection which Mcintyre has 
described as nostalgic and focused 
on the theme of growing up. With 
a sample from Frankenstein on the 
opening track “Youth Tunes” and 
swirling sonic black holes that de- 
vour the echoing vocal tracks, one 
would be less tempted to describe it 
less as youthful than boldly or pas- 
sionately lethargic. And the sound of 
the album can be fully credited to the 
auteur behind it — McIntyre played 
all the instruments himself. 

“Working solo was definitely 
strange for me at first,” he writes. 
“I've played in many bands for 
years and this was the first time 
where I had complete control of 
everything.” 

Of course, travelling with a band 
is far more exciting then continuing 
the solo pursuits, and sometimes it

Luke: The trailer for The Road gave me the 
sinking (and, as it turns out, inaccurate) sense 
that Cormac McCarthy's Pulitzer Prize-win- 
ning novel about a father and son navigating 
‘a post-apocalyptic wasteland had been turned 
into the next Day After Tomorrow. Oddly, | 
ended up leaving the theatre complaining that 
the film was too faithful! 

Clara: It is incredibly faithful. Of course, the 
book often reads like a screenplay, complete 
with stage directions. And as you suggested, 
the question becomes: is that a good thing? I'm 
inclined to say no. Books and films are very dif- 
ferent animals, and in trying to remain close 
to the source material, the movie often comes 
across as something else entirely, 

Luke: This is a great example of why bad 
books often make the best movies: folks aren't 
so beholden to the text. McCarthy's brilliant, 
sparse language both intensifies and offsets 
the book's weighty content, while director John 
Hillcoat is left to transpose that same content 
into movie form with, basically, a series of over- 
done, bleak images. The depressing landscape 
is overpowering, and the story becomes much 
less effective when that's what you primarily 
notice; in literary form, McCarthy's words take 
centre stage instead. 

Clara: Some movies are purely filmic, and 
couldn't be expressed the same way in any oth 
er form, much like McCarthy's words. If you 
tried to directly adapt, say, a Godard film into a 
novel, it'd probably be pretty stupid. You'd have 
to take, maybe, ideas and themes, and turn 
them into something based on the material, but 
which wouldn't necessarily be identical or even 
recognizable. That's what I think should have 
been done here, if anything. 


Luke: And in a strange way, it seems that 
Hillcoat and screenwriter Joe Penhall recog- 
nize they're trying to do something better suit- 
ed to words: not content to recreate the novel's 
action and dialogue, The Road includes Viggo 
Mortensen voiceovers that literally recite en- 
tire passages. When Mortensen narrates that 
he knows only that the child is his warrant, and 
that “if he is not the word of God, God never 
spoke,” it's the sort of thing you might think 
sounded great if you read it on the page, but 
which just comes across as a heavy-handed 
explication of themes that the film itself fails 
to express. 

Clara: And a film shouldn't need words to 
express that. But on the other hand, you have 
McCarthy's words to work with. So I can see 
the dilemma. Anyway, we've been critical so 
far, but I think there are a lot of very good ele- 
ments to this film, albeit good parts of a whole 
that’s ultimately disappointing. The cinema- 
tography is quite accomplished, and there are 
particular images that they get just right, like 
the two protagonists sitting on a beach, look-

ing at an endless grey ocean and wondering 
if another man and child are sitting on the 
other side 

Luke: For all the devastating photography, 
one of the most effective scenes for me is the 
one where father and son share an ancient can 
of Coca-Cola they've uncovered. While tradi- 
tional apocalypse flicks like to focus on bois- 
terous iconography ("You maniacs! You blew it 
up!"), I like that here, mankind's greatest cul 
tural artifact is a soft drink. It drives home the 
intimacy and ground-level nature of their strug- 
gle, while hinting at something more common 
and universal. 

Clara: That scene also does a great job 
showing the unimaginable, unbridgeable gap 
between the man's world and the boy's world, 
which is one of my favourite thematic ele- 
ments. To that effect, there's a tiny later mo 
ment in which the boy, giving his dad some time 
alone in his childhood home, sits outside with 
a handful of crayons, just scrawling scribbly 
circles all over a page. Even the colours of the 
crayons are dreary — brown, grey, army green 








— and basically reflect the world we see around 
him. There are bigger scenes that should prob- 
ably be discussed, like Mortensen’s revenge on 
a thief (The Wire's Michael K. Williams) or 
the cannibals’ hellish den, but they're just too 
overwhelmingly bleak. Honestly, stuff like that 
crayon moment was the saddest for me, but it's 
a sadness you can engage with; it doesn't just 
club you over the head with despair. 

Luke; Thinking about it, there are quite a few 
solid scenes, but it's hard to discuss the indi- 
vidual elements, because really there are prob- 
ably more things | like (Robert Duvall) than 
things I don't (Charlize Theron), but I'm just 
not sure I appreciate the overall effect. | don't 
like to compare movies to books, but this one 
tried to be the book, and it failed to ignite the 
same intellectual stimulation or come together 
as a stylistic whole. It's just sort of dreary. 

Clara: | agree wholeheartedly that Duvall’s 
role is great. But | disagree that this movie 
is “sort of” dreary. It's, like, the most mind- 
bogglingly bleak thing I've seen in a very 
long time!

Sapphire, the author of Push, was 
initially reluctant to have her novel 
made into a movie. She was afraid 
that her story about a poor, obese 
black girl would fall into stereotypes, 
erasing her intent to show the hu- 
manity of girls like Claireece “Pre- 
cious” Jones (Gabourey Sidibe), 16, 
illiterate, and pregnant with her sec- 
ond child — a composite of the kinds 
of girls the author worked with as 
a literacy teacher in the Bronx. In- 
deed, some critics of the film have 
condemned it as “poverty porn,” 
regarding it as an exaggeration 
made purely for the titillation of the 
middle classes. 

But the cumbersomely titled Pre- 
cious: Based on the Novel “Push” by 
Sapphire is less about poverty than 
it is about abuse and hopelessness. 
Poverty does play into it, but those in 
more dire poverty have fared much 
better than Precious. She knows this 
too: “Crackheads,” she says, “give the 
ghetto a bad name.” Aside from one 
morning without food, there seems 
to be plenty of pig feet and macaroni 
on the table. She has a home, but 
her bother her parents are verbally 
and physically abusive. She doesn't 
complain about poverty so much as 
she wishes her mother (Mo'Nique) 
would love her and take care of her. 
She wishes her father would not 
rape her. And though her teachers 
have noticed that there is a problem, 
Precious doesn't have the strength

to leave. She herself doesn't believe 
she is worth saving, so despite being 
called a fat, stupid animal, she stays. 

The entire way through, you're 
thinking, “God, I hope she’s going 
to be okay” ... it's like one of those 
Victorian tales of promising young 
women teetering on the brink of 
utter ruination. Part of Precious’ 
problem is systemic: she earns As 
in school despite the fact that she 
doesn't complete her homework, 
just because she is quiet and un- 
disruptive, unlike her rowdy class- 
mates. Despite the fact that she is 
virtually illiterate, she is invisible 
to her teachers. 

Certainly it's not because she lacks 
actual smarts — some of her private 
jokes, delivered in voice-over, are 
evidence of a sharp wit hidden by 
lack of confidence. And her fantasy 
life is rich and creative, and some 
times it's only this imagination that 
allows her to survive: during her 
worst moments, she disappears into 
happy scenes where she is celebrat- 
ed on the red carpet or in a music 
video, Her internal voice is bright 
and articulate. 

Thankfully the system is not en- 
tirely fallible — it only takes one per- 
son to notice her potential, however 
slight. The principal of her school 
expels her, not for being a bad stu- 
dent, but because she knows an al- 
ternative school where a kid like Pre- 
cious ought to flourish. It's a miracle 
that makes her attend her first class, 
and it's painful knowing how easily 
she could slip off course. It will take 
an entire community of support and 
all the courage that Precious has in 
order for her to succeed, We all know 
that both are meagre 

There are so many moments where 
she could be discouraged — even the 
receptionist at the Each One Teach 
One alternative school has a manner

that would make most shy girls turn 
towards home. And the other girls in 
her class are terrifying. But the liter- 
acy teacher, Blu Rain (Paula Patton), | 
coaxes Precious out of her shell. And 
the jaded social worker, Mrs, Weiss 
(Mariah Carey), has just enough en- | 
ergy for this one case. But the rest is 
up to Precious. 

It's not a perfect film — the visual | 
style is inconsistent, with jarringly | 
self-conscious zooms interrupting 
otherwise conventional camerawork. | 
But all the technical problems are 
secondary to the work of an incredi- | 
ble cast. Gabourey Sidibe is mesmer- 
izing in this, her first time in front of 
the cameras. Mo'Nique, as Precious’ 
mother, is despicable but fragile 
It's amazing to watch the frustrated 
intelligence behind her eyes as she 
tries to lie her way through her so- 
cial worker interviews — the only | 
way she knows to survive. And yes, | 
Mariah Carey is downright plain (is 
that a hint of moustache?) and actu- 
ally good in her role as Mrs. Weiss! 
And joining the singer-turned-actors | 
in this crew, Lenny Kravitz makes a 
very enjoyable film debut as the very 
handsome Nurse John. 

To dismiss Precious as “poverty 
porn” is completely off-base. First 
of all, pornography is supposed to be 
pleasurable. There is nothing of the 
sort, in fact, it's hope we cling to; a | 
quiet moment of relief every time 
Precious chooses something that is 
good for her, a pang of despair when 
another setback presents itself. How 
can anyone overcome such a life? 
But evidence of the power of hope 
are all around her: Blu Rain's own 
background sounds familiar to Pre- 
cious, and we all know that Nurse 
John didn’t grow up eating organic 
fruit. The message is clear: hope 
comes one person at a time, each of- 
fering it to the next.

New Moon is the second entry in 
The Twilight Saga, penned by Ste 
phenie Meyer and read by millions 
We re-enter the misty town of Forks 
as Bella, our main gal, and Edward 
(Robert Pattinson), her main man 
~ er, vampire — float along in a rare 
state of happiness. It’s Bellsy’s birth- 
day, after all, and as far as they can 


| tell, no one is actively trying to kill 


her. But as Bella opens her b-day 
presents at the home of the Cullens 
(Edward's vamp family) she gets 
a paper cut. The sight and smell of 
fresh blood is overpowering for Ed- 
ward's brother Jasper, and he tries 
to bite her. The incident is too much 


| for Edward — far too close to a dead 


Bella. He decides that the best way to 
keep his love alive is to leave and let 
her be. 

Bella becomes an empty shell of 
herself, which is impressive because 
there wasn't much there to begin 
with. While Edward's off “protecting” 
her, the real danger arrives. Instead 
of her first love doing the saviour 
thing, Bella's best friend Jacob steps 
up to the plate, causing some inter- 
esting changes in her jovial friend. 

I'm trying to leave the mystery in- 
tact for those who still don't know

the whole story, but the thing is, | 
bet you do. I bet you do even if you 
never wanted to know one gosh 
darn thing about vampires and the 
chicks who dig them. And I think 
the massive popularity of The Twi- 
light Saga is also why they'll never 
be able to make a truly gobsmacking 
movie version. 

Everything about a movie is con- 
structed so you can sink right into 
them. But all the hubbub that sur- 
rounds the release of these films re- 
minds us that what we are about to 
see is just that: a film, not a world 
unto itself. We are acutely aware Ed- 
ward is actually Robert Pattinson, an 
aspiring musician who kind of, sort 
of insinuates that the Twilight mov: 
ies are a little fluffy for his taste. Ja- 
cob is actually Lautner, who was 16 
at the time of shooting, which should 
make it slightly illegal (or at least im 
moral) for half the audience to drool 
over his pecs. 

You sit in the theatre not as a fan 
but a critic — wondering if Edward's 
makeup or if the werewolves’ phases 
will look realistic. Every time some- 
thing doesn't quite land, a wave of 
giggles rolls through the theatre and 
every time Lautner takes off his shirt, 
waves of sighs follow. When my Twi- 
light date leaned over to note that 
the New Moon soundtrack is rather 
good, I realized that even the music 
had taken on an inflated presence 
The moments we don’t approve of 
— in fact, even the moments we ac- 
knowledge succeed — draw us out of 
the fantasy world and back into our 
own, which is an exceedingly less 
fun place to be, 

The very fact that director Chris 
Weitz overcame these thousands of 
pounds of auxiliary weight to tell a 
story is very much to his credit. De- 
spite some awkward, intense staring, 
there are scenes of genuine warmth 
here, especially when Bella and Jacob 
are just palling around. The cam- 
erawork is moody and emotive, the 
laughs are sweet and understated, 
and if we could collectively forget 
that Twilight is Twilight, it might re- 
ally have been spectacular, As it is, 
New Moon is just a fan flick in were- 
wolves’ clothing.

know — a fistfight?” 

OF course, it turns out to be noth- 
ing of the sort. While these men 
each come from a radically different 
background (culturally and musi 
cally, even within the broad genre of 
rock), It Might Get Loud is carefully 
orchestrated to be nothing but an ul- 
tra-pleasant brainstorming session, 
where the electric guitar is front and 
centre, to be praised and gushed over 
in various ways. 

Though even that doesn’t quite pan 
out. Maybe it's because the face-to 
face session didn't go as swimmingly 
as Guggenheim hoped, but the bulk 
of the film turns out to be straitlaced 
biography, with each man narrating 
the story of his career to date. Most 
of this material will be old news to 
even casual fans of these groups 
though there is a nicely revealing 
sequence in which the guitarists re- 
call the songs that made them want 
to pick up the instrument in the first 
place. For Page, it was Link Wray's 
“Rumble”; for Edge, The Jam's rau- 
cous appearance on Top of the Pops 
and for White, hearing Son House's

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eerily sparse “Grinnin’ in Your Face” 
as an 18-year-old. 

Funnily enough, it's in showing 
exactly what kind of music these 
guitarists responded to, and exactly 
what Status quos they rejected, that 
the film’s fatal flaw is revealed: these 
guys don't seem to like one another 
all that much, And aside from their 
shared status as iconic players, they 
don't really have reason to. In one of 
his solo scenes, Edge sneers at over- 
blown 1970s bands with 15-minute 
guitar solos — whoops! Didn't see 
you there, Jimmy Page, master of the 
stoner noodle. Earlier, White decries 
the fancy guitar technology of the 
past quarter-century as nothing but 
a lazy crutch — ahem! Pardon me, 
Edge, proud owner of at least 20 ef- 
fect pedals. Rock’'n’ roll, after all, is 
built on rebellion, and these guys are 
essentially brought face to face with 
the very people they've spent their 
careers railing against. Awkward. 

The guys themselves are an inter- 
esting bunch. As has been said, we 
don't see them doing much in the 
way of interaction during the piece- 
meal roundtable clips, but there are 
two jam sessions near the end that 
probably speak louder than words 
ever could. During run-throughs of 
Zeppelin’s "In My Time of Dying” 
and, to close things out, The Band's 
"The Weight,” each player's person- 
ality shines through loud and clear in 
how they treat their guitar, Page, the 
elder statesman, sticks to elegant, 
classical scales, while White imme- 
diately jumps into a white-hot slide 
solo at the top of the neck. (Edge, the 
middle sibling here, just looks un- 
comfortable, clearly wishing he had 
a few hours’ prep time to fiddle with 
his pedals.) 

In the end, these various guitar 
parts don't add up to a particularly 
compelling song, nor do the sto- 
ries of their players to a film. The 
fact that such a meeting took place 
is itself noteworthy, but without 
some meatier talking points to back 
| it up, the whole thing is only mild- 
| ly interesting — less a footnote to 
| rock history than a footnote inside 
| another footnote.

The films of Yasujiro Ozu are as 
known for their immaculate compo- 
sition — every shot as precisely orga- 
nized as a photograph, every face and 
body painstakingly lit — as for their 
content. It's not hard to see why. Ozu 
has a filmmaking style that's both 
disarming and thrillingly exotic. He 
places his camera just a foot or two 
off the ground and lets the action 
unfold at the far end of a hallway; 
he transitions between scenes with 
a few tangential shots of objects and 





someplace brand new. 

And yet all the talk of Ozu's techni- 
cal innovations seems almost unfair 
in a way, since it distracts from his 
formidable talents as a storyteller. To 
say that a film like 1949's Late Spring 
is impeccably shot is to leave the 
glass half-empty. Actually, more than 
half-empty, since without the fragile 
tender, and extremely nuanced story 
at the film's heart, there wouldn't be 
much reason to keep watching, aside 
from a mechanical kind of beauty. 

When the two halves are put to- 
gether, though, it makes for a riveting 
feat of alchemy — a film that many 
consider to be Ozu's masterpiece. 

Late Spring centres on Noriko 
(Setsuko Hara), a 27-year-old wom- 
an whose days are spent looking af- 
ter her middle-aged professor father, 
the moustachioed, water-thin Somi- 
ya (Chishu Ryu). He's not senile, or 
even immobile — Noriko acts more 
as a maid than caregiver, ironing his 
shirts and playfully withholding tea 
until his work is complete. (It's sug- 
gested that his wife, Noriko's moth- 
er, is dead, but details are scarce.) 
What's important is that the two live 
together, and they're happy. 

Happy, that is, until Somiya’s sis 
ter plants the idea in his head that 
Noriko really ought to be married 
off by now, and both Noriko and 
Somiya give their uneasy consent 
to start sending in the suitors. Set in 
post-war Japan, Late Spring exists in 
a time of massive cultural upheaval, 
but that classic stigma of the old 
maid still holds sway. 

For all its visual flourishes — and 
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you'll take away from this movie is 
the oh-so-fake smile that's plastered 


across Noriko's face for much of 





the running time. She never quite 





allows herself to drop her mask of 
social pleasantries: not when calling 
a friend of her father’s second mar 
riage disgusting, not when arguing 
with her liberated friend Aya (Yurneji 
Tsukioka), and not even when lying 
in bed in the dark. She knows that no 
marriage can make her as happy as 
she is right now, but the wheels have 


already been set in motion. All she 


can do is literally grin and bear it. 

Adding to the complexity of the 
story, which Ozu draws out with 
masterful control and restraint, is | 
how he keeps audiences on their | 
toes, withholding crucial pieces 
of information just when we need | 
them most. When Somiya proposes 
his handsome assistant as a suitor, | 
Noriko bursts out laughing and tells 
her father that this man is already 
engaged — but how does she know | 
this? The two were happily flirting 
not five minutes earlier, and he said 
nothing of the sort. Ozu knows, but 
he isn’t telling. 

As for the man Noriko does end 
up with, he never sets a single foot | 
onscreen. We're merely told that he 
sort of looks like Hollywood's Gary 
Cooper. 

It can take a while to adjust to 
Ozu's slow pace, and the tricks he 
plays never fully reveal themselves 
right away. But if you can get on his 
wavelength, your patience will be re- 
warded many times over. Late Spring 
is a classic for a reason, 
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“The Road’ carries the fire of our shared 
humanity and lets it burn bright and true 
Viggo Mortensen is astounding! 
Robert Duvall is superb and Charlize Theron 
captures the power of Cormae McCarthy’s words.

cal. The two spout exposition and 
quips for a while, then Mika is saved 
from ninja assassination by Raizo 
(Korean pop superstar and Stephen 
Colbert archnemesis Rain), a rogue 
ninja assassin devoted to bringing 
down the ring of bad ninja assassins 
that Mika was right about all along. 

Yes. Oh yes. Oh God, yes.

sters getting creatively dismembered 
by something flitting in and out of 
the shadows, whereupon they spurt 
€ntirely too much cherry-red blood 


down by a few too many Raizo train- 
ing sequences, and McTeigue finds 
and maintains a nice “violence- 
tension-violence" pace around the 
time Raizo and Mika tearn up. It's at 
this point that the film hits a more 
traditional action-revenge stride, 
though the horror film-inspired love 
of campy gore and nigh-invincible 
villains with a tendency to appear 
behind protagonists as they're facing 
the camera are agreeable constants 

Aside from some lovably unsubtle 
visual motifs, the film's only depth 
comes from the (likely unintention- 
al) double meaning of its title: there 
are ninjas who perform assassina- 
tions and ninjas who are eliminated 
via a process that might be charitably 
defined as assassination. 

By ninjas. 

That is the kind of movie this is,

to Columbine, but was not Colum- 
bine. Polytechnique changes char 
acter names and twists around some 
small details, but for the most part 
it moves in the opposite direction, 
striving to become both film and his- 
torical document, which is always an 
exceedingly difficult line to walk 

The killer's real-life suicide note, 
written on the morning of the mas- 
sacre, is narrated in its entirety near 
the beginning of the film — which is 
an unsettling experience, to say the 
least. Thankfully, that's as far as the 
film goes in explaining Marc Lep- 
ine’s motives or plumb the depths of 
his psyche, (As Chris Rock once said 
about those trying to understand the 
Columbine killers’ psyches: “What- 
ever happened to ‘crazy’?") He is 
left nameless and un-relatable, por- 
trayed as minimalistically as possible 
by Maxim Gaudette, and his suicide 
note serves as nothing more than the 
morally abhorrent and intellectually 
vapid bullshit that it is. 

Villeneuve focuses instead on two 
students who survive the attacks: 
Valérie (Karine Vanasse), an engi- 
neering student who is shot along- 
side the other women in her class, 
and Jean-Frangois (Sébastien Hu- 
berdeau), a decent guy and friend of 
Valérie who is crushed by the guilt 
of having been unable to help his 
classmates. 

Given that it was women who were 
targeted in the attack, it is unfortu- 
nate that Jean-Frangois’ story is by 
far the more effective of the two. It 
helps that the majority of his screen 
time comes during the actual mas 
sacre, during which Villeneuve's 
lens is most direct and visceral and 
the film is most straightforward. 
(Counterintuitively, it's the quieter 
moments in. between that receive 
the more heavy-handed cinematic 
flourishes.) “J-F” seemingly does 
everything right — he nuns first to 
contact the police, then returns to 
help whomever he can. The imagery 
of the victims, along with J-F’s in 
ability to help any of them, is truly 
heartbreaking. 

The film's latter portion focuses 
on Valérie years after the attack, and 
seems to devote much of its time to 
demonstrating that the killer's ideas 
about women were monstrously 
misguided — something that I, per- 
haps naively, choose to believe was 
already sufficiently obvious. It adds a 
superfluous editorial voice to events 
that were more than capable of 
speaking for themselves, and gives 
the killer's motivations more weight 
than they deserve. 

At the same time, it’s perfectly un- 
derstandable (maybe even ethically 
essential) that Villeneuve would give 
Valérie the film's final word. But this 
is just one of the many problems in 
trying to create something that is 
both film and historical document. 
Its a difficult proposition, and, for 
the most part, Polytechnique does 
the best job it can.

“There's some neat 
little functions in the play where [Caroline] 
watches the commercial and fast-forwards it 
and rewinds it and fast-forwards it and rewinds 
it," Zotter says.

That's 
the charm of [{Riml'’s] writing — with every 
pearl of wisdom or human insight she gives us, 
she also reveals great humour too, underneath 
it all.” 

The humour in Poster Boys, however, isn't 
confined to the script; it’s lurking backstage 
too, seeing as Zotter’s role isn't limited to a 
single character. He must also transforrn into 
Caroline's alter ego, a gorgeous blonde model 
type with devilish intentions. “The backstage 
mayhem in this play would probably be worth 
selling tickets for,” Zotter says, “because I'm 
going to be going in and out of character

Mitch Mitchell's new exhibition The Longing 
Focal (FAB Gallery, to Dec 5) was inspired 
by recent visits to the northern Alberta tar 
sands. But rather than the confrontational 
show you might expect to result fram such 
an experience, it's so quiet and introspective 
that it might take you a few moments to re- 
alize It's even about the tar sands at all. 

The show opens with a series of small 
black-and-white print works that could eas- 
ily be mistaken for microscopic examinations 
of skin; as you wander deeper into the gal- 
lery, you're confronted by similar but ever- 
larger images which resemble aerial shots 
of a strangely threatening landscape. Then 
comes the piéce de résistance: what appears 


to be another wall in the gallery with two 
knee-level peepholes (one with wind blow- 
ing aggravatingly into your eye) revealing 
more aerial views of an unsettling landscape. 
From the gallery's second floor, you can see 
the peephole wall is in fact “holding back” 
an entire room of landscaped sand whose 
relationship to the images in the peepholes 
is obscured but suggestive. 

Mitchell created all the print works by 
manipulating and layering photographs 
of painstakingly created miniature model 
“landscapes” that manage to seem at once 
very large and very small; there Is no obvious 
visual reference to the tar sands at all. He 
says he experienced the same the confusion

Half extremely familiar and half 
utterly surreal, The Tall Building 


| is an engaging and surprising work 


about the already well-covered theme 
of alienation in the modern city. It 
follows three strange characters — 
the reclusive daughter of the mayor 
(Molly Flood); a home-schooled, 
zine-publishing boy whose life re 
volves around the neighborhood 
7-Eleven (Vincent Forcier); and a 


| deeply mysterious assassin (Murray 
| Utas) — whose lives become increas 





ingly intertwined 

These characters, who almost feel 
as though they could come from a 
Murakami novel, all live in the same, 
yes, tall building, in a city that is 
implicitly Edmonton. But this Ed- 
monton exists in a frightening and 
hellish parallel universe: fires rage 
constantly and coyotes roam freely 
through the city, terrorizing the 
populace. 

One of the distinguishing aspects 
of this production is how complete 
a work of art it strives to be. The 
play's concept has gone into every 
thing from the programs (intended 
to be copies of the boy's zine) to the 
marketing (the lobby, and even the 
bathrooms, are posted with stories 
submitted by Edmontonians about 








their own experiences with modern 
architecture). Before the show even 
begins, it's already created an en- 
grossing world. It's also complemen 
tary to the play's themes, acting like a 
sort of antidote to the alienation that 
the characters, and likewise the audi 
ence members, live with. 

The show itself has the feel of 
a highly collaborative effort, but 
with strong thematic and char 
acter throughlines, it never feels 
scattered, The three characters all 
practically belong to entirely dif- 
ferent genres, but the actors bridge 
these gaps and play off one another 
beautifully. 

Andrew G. Smith deserves notice 
for creating the eerie soundscape 
of ambient sounds and crackling 
flames. The periodic interjections of 
CBC's Radio One add to the sense of 
isolation, that feeling of being alone 
with nothing but a radio voice, The 
set is fairly bare, the skeleton of the 
building we are to imagine, and the 
actors move nimbly among its bars 
and scaffolding, finding outlets for 
connection and self-expression de- 
spite the confinement and isolation 
of modern life. 

And if all this sounds in itself a 
little alienating, don’t fear, The Tall 
Building has plenty of laughs and 
surprises along the way. Utas, as a 
rather surreal version of the stoic 
and impenetrable antihero, delivers 
his lines with steely-eyed sarcasm 
and perfect comic timing. Forcier’s 
childlike performance is a pleasure 
to watch, as he adroitly captures 
those transformative moments be- 
tween innocence and experience 
Flood has a standout monologue that 
involves some sheer physical brava- 
do that I won't spoil, and it's simply 
beautiful. 

The Tall Building might be the 
push you need to start up a conversa- 
tion in the laundry room, or maybe 
even knock on a neighbour's door, 
But if not, it will at least make you 
think about who might be sitting on 
the other side.
